Professor 
to  speak 
on  stress

John  T  Cacioppo.  professor  of  psy- 
chology at  Ohio  State  University,  win 
speak  at  IPFW  on  Monday.  Feb.  10. 
Cacioppo  is  a  national  lecturer  this  year 
for  Sigma  Xi.  the  National  Scientific 
research  society. 

Cacioppo  will  speak  on 
"Psychological  Stress,  the  Heart,  and 
Immunological  Responses"  at  7:30  p.m 
in  the  Classroom-Medical  Building. 
Room  159.  The  event  is  free  and  open  to 
the  public. 

Earlier  that  day,  Cacioppo  will 
address  the  Psychology  faculty  on 
"Attitudes,  Affect  and  Event-Related 
Brain  Potentials"  at  3  p.m.  in  Neil  Hall, 
Room  B73. 

Cacioppo  was  the  most  frequently 
died  researcher  in  psychology  in  1996. 
His  research  has  focused  on  the  interac- 
tion between  social  factors,  stress,  and 
disease,  a  topic  which  is  of  increasing 
significance  in  society.  He  is  the  editor  of 
the  journal  Psychophysiology  and  deliv- 
ered the  keynote  address  at  the  26th 
International  Congress  of  Psychology  in 
Montreal  in  March  1996. 

Cacioppo  is  a  member  of  the 
Neuroscience  Program,  Center  for 
Cognitive  Science,  Institute  for 
Behavioral  Medicine  Research,  and  is 
director  of  the  Social  Psychology 
Training  Grant  at  Ohio  State  University 
He  has  also  published  over  200  articles 
and  books. 

"The  lecture  on  Attitudes,  Affect  and 
Event-Related  Brain  Potentials  is  primar- 
ily for  the  bencfii  of  psychology  students. 
but  we  would  like  to  stress  that  everyone 
is  welcome."  said  Elaine  Blakemore, 
chair  and  associate  professor  of  psycho- 
logical sciences. 

Cacioppo  has  been  at  Ohio  State  for 
eight  years  and  has  studied  this  subject 
matter  for  seven  years. 

'Traditionally  focus  has  only  been  on 
the  behavioral  approach;  I  integrate  into 
that  social  and  biological  aspects  The 
role  of  psychological  factors  is  important 
in  how  you  view  the  world,"  Cacioppo 
said.

Government  Association  (IPSGA).  for 
student  activities,  and  (be  other  half 
went  to  the  athletic  department. 

But  under  previous  chancellor 
loanne  Lantz,  the  allocation  percentage 
changed.  These  changes  have  carried 
over  to  the  present  day.  Now  60  percent 
is  given  to  athletics.  Activities 
receive  40  percent 

The  student  service  fee  is  cur- 
rently S3.20  per  credit  hour.  This 
results  in  a  5237.000  allocation 
toward  activities  and  S35O.O00 
toward  athletics. 

"Now  we're  not  carrying  over 
that  surplus,"  said  Mike  Heit, 
IPSGA  comptroller  "IPSGA  is 
simply  maintaining  and  carrying 
over  the  10  percent  reserve  they 
are  required  by  law  to  keep.  Last 
year  lots  of  big  requests  were  not 
met,  but  everyone  tries  to  live 
within  their  means  and  stick 
within  a  budget." 

"One  of  the  big  requests  of 
SAB  has  been  to  get  a  big  concert 
which  costs  about  S6.000."  said 
Kim  Jacobs,  director  of  student 
activities. 

"As  always,  discussions  are 


occurring  whether  raising  the  (student 
service)  fee  could  enhance  campus 
life."  said  Frank  Borelli.  vice  chancel- 
lor of  student  affairs.  "This  could 
involve  major  concerts,  co-sponsored 
events,  arts  events,  increased  services 
legal    and 


phy  that  the  services  provided  should 
be  for  the  students  since  it  is  their 
money 

"We  all  need  additional  funding." 
said  Dan  Gcbhart,  associate  athletic 
director. 

According  to  Gebhart.  this  amount 
allocated  toward  athletics  reportedly 
covers  a  mere  60  percent  of  athletics' 


[oia]  operating  expenses, 

"This  involves  11  sports, 
rals,  cheerleading,  marketing  and  pro- 
motions." said  Gebhart,"  we  also  have 
operating  expenses  like  uniforms,  trav- 
el, officials,  recruiting  and  coaches 
salaries  and  benefits." 

"Our  scholarships  come  100  per- 
cent from  donations."  said  Gebhart. 

Athletics  also  raises  their  own 
money  via  promotions,  ticket  sales  and 
ad  sales. 

Gebhart  said  that  discussion  has 
occurred  between  IPSGA  and  the  ath- 
letics department  on  the  issue  of  raising 
the  fee  to  meet  everyone's  needs.  And 
if  there  is  a  surplus  of  money  perhaps 
even  changing  to  a  50/50  split  of  funds 
again.  He  said  a  number  of  options  arc 
possible  as  long  as  there  is  no  net  loss 
in  funds.  However,  all  decisions  can 
only  be  finalized  by  the  chancellor's 
office. 

"It  (money)  doesn't  necessarily 
need  to  come  from  the  student  service 
fee,  but  money  needs  to  come  from 
somewhere  in  order  to  keep  up  the 
level  I  and  others  expect  of  our  pro- 
grams," said  Gebhart. 


New  demand  Air  waves  may  break  campus  silence 


for  1998  freshmen   ttrxxr-

Many  appreciate  the 
newly  found  freedom  when 
entering  the  post-secondary 
level  of  education. 

"When  1  was  in  high 
school,  I  hated  having  to  pick 
classes  that  would  supposed- 
ly help  me  out  later,  but  then 
realized  that  tbey  were  of  no 
benefit  in  college,  said  Matt 
Kent,  freshman,  "I  feel  sorry 
for  those  who  are  going  to 
have  stricter  scheduling 
placed  on  them." 

Beginning  in  the  fall  of 
1998,  Indiana's  colleges  and 
universities  will  expect  grad- 
uates seeking  admission  to 
complete  the  Core  40  cur- 
riculum. 

Core  40  was  adopted  by 
the  Indiana  State  board  of 
education  in  1994  as  the  cur- 
riculum that  offers  students 
the  best  preparation  for  post- 
secondary  education  and  the 
world  of  work. 

Under  the  Core  40  guide- 
lines, each  ninth  grader 
should  work  with  a  guidance 
counselor  to  create  a  career 
and  course  plan.  In  the  career 
plans  students  have  to  design 
programs  of  study  for  grades 
10,  11,  12  under  the  single 
collegc/tecb  preparation  cur- 
riculum. 

All  students  will  enroll  in 
this  single  preparation  cur- 


of  career  they  might  want  in 
10  years. 

"1  don't  know  exactly 
what  I  want  to  do  in  10  years 
from  now.  says  Andrea  Guse. 
freshman  at  Homestead  High 
School.  "So  what  if  I  take 
these  classes  and  change  my 
mind  later?" 

As  far  as  the  changes  in 
scheduling,  students  will 
move  from  taking  four 
required  credits  to  six  in 
math.  Pre-algebra  will  no 
longer  count  as  a  credit  in  the 
Core  40  curriculum. 

Science  and  social  stud- 
ies will  change  the  same  way 
as  math,  meaning  six  credits 
will  be required'in  each  to  be 
qualified  for  the  course  plan 

For  those  who  want  an 
Academic  Honors  Diploma, 
six  to  eight  credits  need  to  be 
taken  in  a  foreign  language, 
and  two  in  fine  arts,  along 
with  having  a  "B"  average 
G.P.A.  and  no  grades  lower 
than  a  C. 

Vocational  education 
which  many  take  at  the 
Anlhis  Career  Center  will 
continue  to  count  as  gradua- 
tion credits. 

"I  can  definitely  say 
IPFW  endorses  Core  40." 
said  Carol  Isaacs,  associate 
director  of  admissions.

you. 

Gounaris  has  proposed  the  devel- 
opment of  a  radio  station  at  IPFW  that 
could  impact  die  way  university  and 
student -related  information  is  made 
available  to  the  community.  Although 
Gounaris  admits  the  station  wouldn't 
play  music  or  feature  a  variety  of  disc 
jockeys,  it  would  relay  important 
news  and  emergency  information  to 
listeners  within  a  2.5  to  .5  mile  radius 
of  the  campus. 

The  station  would  be  a  Travelers 
Information  System  (TIS),  an  AM 
band,  10  watt  station  providing  non- 
commercial digital  broadcasts  around 
the  clock. 

TTS  stations  began  popping  up 
around  the  country  in  the  1970s  and 
today  there  are  over  500  of  (hem  at 
places  such  as  Disneyland,  national 


parks  and  airports.  A  TIS  recently 
began  broadcasting  on  the  Indiana 
University  campus.  Indiana 
University's  "Beacon"  currently 
reports  each  day's  activities  and  emer- 
gency news  items  without 
commercial   interruption 

"IPSGA  has  been  continually 
looking  into  the  radio  station  as  a 
means  for  increasing  student  commu- 
nication on  this  campus,"  Gounaris 
said.  "The  station  would  let  students 
know  about  the  activities  at  IPFW  that 
are  geared  specifically  for  them 

"I'd  love  lo  see  IPFW  have  it's 
own  radio  station  (commercial  or  stu- 
dent-run), but  there  are  a  lot  of  costs 
involved  in  operating  that  type  of  sta- 
tion," Gounaris  said,  citing  operation 
costs,  maintenance,  upkeep  and  incor- 
poration into  the  IPFW  curriculum. 

"Setting  up  that  kind  of  station 
would  lake  about  five  years." 
Gounaris  added,  "and  that's  a  lot 
longer  than  I  have  here  on  campus. 

"The  TIS  can  be  set  up  in  one  lo 
three  years,  requires  little  or  no  main- 
tenance, a  one-lime  cost  and  a  simple 
FCC  license  that  is  renewed  every  five 
years,"  Gounaris  said  Other  features 
include  emergency  dial-in  for  the 
campus  police  to  report  breaking 
news  items  —  bomb  threats,  fender- 
benders  or  weather- related  school 
closings  —  and  because  it  will  be  dig- 
ital, the  250  messages  can  be  shuffled 
around  so  you  won't  hear  the  same 
news  repeatedly 

The  cost  of  the  station  would  be 
about  $10,000  to  S20.000  —  and  the 
best  news  of  all  is  that  students  won't 
be  dipping  inio  their  pockets  lo  foot 
the  bill 

"IPSGA  is  sending  proposals  to 
departments  who  would  bencfii  from 


such  a  student  service,  like  athletics, 
fine  arts.  University  Relations, 
Student  Activities  Board  (SAB)  and 
others  We  hope  they  will  recognize 
the  benefits  of  this  and  we'  II  be  able  to 
solicit  funding  that  way,"  Gounaris 
said. 

"We  want  this  lo  be  student-con- 
irolled  and  housed  in  Walb  Memorial 
Union,"  Gounaris  said.  "We  want  to 
avoid  having  ii  somewhere  where  stu- 
dents won't  think  it's  for  them. 

"TIS  will  give  us  some  flexibility 
as  far  as  what  we  can  offer  on  the  sta- 
tion," Gounaris  said  "If  SAB  is  hav- 
ing a  concert  we  could  play  some 
music  from  the  group  on  the  TIS."  he 
said,  "and  we'll  be  able  to  be  pretty 
creative  wilh  it 

"We  really  can't  cross  over  to  a 
radio  siaiion  like  we'd  really  like  on 
campus,  yei  we  can  look  at  this  as  a 
foothold  for  IPSGA  to  pursue  a  radio 
station  in  the  future  This  is  gonna  get 
us  somewhere,"  Gounaris  said,  "but 
we  aren't  anywhere  now." 

Steve  Carr.  assistant  professor  of 
communication,  sees  many  benefits  lo 
having  a  radio  station  at  IPFW  apart 
from  ihe  obvious  experience  it  could 
provide  communication  students. 

"I  think  in  the  abstract  a  radio  sta- 
tion is  a  very  good  idea  for  several 
reasons,"  Carr  said  "There's  so  little 
involvement  for  students  beyond 
classes  and  this  would  be  a  nice  way 
to  encourage  activities  at  IPFW.  It 
would  also  strengthen  IPFW's  pres- 
ence in  the  community." 

No  formal  decision  regarding  the 
TIS  has  been  made,  but  IPFW  admin- 
islralion  has  shown  inter- 
est in  ihe  project.

Almost  16  months  after  a  criminal  jury  acquitted  OJ  Simpson  of 
ihe  slayings  of  his  ex-wife,  Nicole  Brown  Simpson,  and  her  friend, 
Ronald  Lyle  Goldman,  a  civil  jury  found  the  former  football  player 
financially  liable  for  both  deaths.

The  civil  case  was  at  least  ihe  second  act  in  one  of  the  most  sensa- 
tional legal  dramas  in  recent  memory.

"Hey.  watch  this!"  the  cine- 
malOgraphet  exclaimed.  "This  is  our 
lown." 

Neil  LaBuie.  former  iheaier  instruc- 
lor  from  IPFW.  and  his  crew  of  former 
IPFW  students,  won  the  Filmmakers 
Trophy  awarded  by  the  other  entrants  in 
the  Sundance  Film  Festival.  Past  winners 
include  "Clerks"  by  Kevin  Smith. 

LaBute  was  an  IPFW  theater  instruc- 
tor for  two  years.  It  was  during  this  peri- 
od he  attempted  to  stretch  the  limits  of 
performance. 

"You  can  resonate  only  so  loudly 
beyond  live  performances  Film  is  a 
great  medium.  It  will  always  be  there  In 
twenty  years,  the  public  will  be  influ- 
enced by  your  work."  said  LaBuie. 

"In  The  Company  Of  Men"  is  cen- 
tered upon  two  business  men's  attempt  to 


get  even  with  a  female  coworker,  (played 
by  Stacey  Edwards)  who  is  deaf.  They 
(Man  Malloy  and  Aaron  Eckhant  exe- 
cute a  master  plan  to  deceive  the  woman 
by  pretending  10  admire  her  and  dale  her. 
At  the  end  of  six  weeks,  the  men  intend 
to  dump  her  in  order  to  prove  their  dys- 
functional agenda. 

"By  the  film's  end,  we  have  an 
unforgiving  portrait  of  sexist  and  racist 
corporate  culture...,"  said  Roger  Eben 

Controversy  emerges  in  this  drama 
because  it  exposes  raw,  desperate  human 
nature.  Jealousy  and  revenge  surround 
commonplace  events  everyday,  however 
cruel  they  may  be  to  witness.  The  film's 
content  and  depiction  explores  the  roles 
of  men  and  women  in  a  business  atmos- 
phere.

The  military: 

Training  gentlemen  or  barbarians 


Military  schools  are  where 
most  of  us  think  boy;  are 
turned  into  gentlemen 
who  know  the  difference  beiween 
warfare  and  peace  However,  recent 
accounts  of  male  behavior  at  mili- 
tary schools  show  that  young  men  at 
military  schools  are  far  from  being 
gentlemen,  and  even  further  from 
knowing  the  difference  between 
wartime  and  peacetime. 

Lately  the  military  and  several 
of  its  schools  have  been  in  the  news 
for  everything  from  misconduct  to 
healings  and  hayings  It  appears  that 
what  is  really  being  taught  in  the 
military,  and  its  schools,  is 
violence  —  violence  against  men 
and  women  alike. 

It  started  at  the  Citadel  in 
Charleston,  S.C,  when  Shannon 
Faulkner  fought  —  and  won  —  for 
women  to  be  accepted  to  the  previ- 
ously .ill  in, ile,  state-funded  school. 
Faulkner,  who  left  the  school  soon 
after  being  accepted,  claimed  that 
she  was  being  harassed  by  members 
of  the  Citadel. 

From  there  it  escalated  to  recent 
claims  from  two  new  female  cadets 
who  accused  certain  students  of 
hazing  Since  then  a  male  Citadel 
cadet  accused  of  hazing  the  two 
female  freshmen  has  resigned.  The 
two  women  left  the  academy 
because  they  said  they  felt  unsafe  in 
the  company  of  their  male  counter- 
pans  who  —  like  the  women  — 
have  chosen  to  protect  our  country. 

The  stale  of  South  Carolina 
ought  to  be  appalled  al  the  values  — 
or  lack  there  of  —  that  the  Citadel  is 
instilling  in  its  students  with  iheir 
tax  dollars.  However,  citizens  of 
South  Carolina  should  not  be  the 
only  ones  appalled  at  the  behavior 
that  occurs  at  several  of  these 
military  schools. 

For  instance,  a  female  cadet  at 
West  Point  accused  a  male  cadet  of 
raping  her.  The  male  cadet  was  sub- 
sequently acquitted  of  all  charges. 
The  accusation  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
since  the  school  began  accepting 
women  in  I976. 

A  strong  message  needs  to  be 
sent  across  the  board  that  violence 
against  women  is  not  acceptable 
and  will  no  longer  be  tolerated  in 
the  military 

After  all,  how  can  we  expect 
these  boys  to  grow  into  gentlemen 
when  it  is  obvious  that  violence  and 
mistreatment  of  women,  as 
well    as   men,  is   becoming    a 


regular  occurrence? 

Incidents  like  these  beg  the 
questions,  "Does  the  military  turn 
our  men  into  barbarians?"  or 
"Should  the  military  he  turning  our 
men  into  barbarians?" 

The  mistreatment  of  women  in 
the  military  is  a  serious  concern,  as 
is  the  mistreatment  of  men. 
However,  women  often  fall  prey  to 
sexual  abuse  whereas  men  generally 
do  not. 

Instead  of  chastising  these 
women,  and  making  excuses  for  the 
men  (which  is  often  the  case),  these 
women  ought  to  be  commended  on 
their  show  of  bravery  to  come  for- 
ward in  an  attempt  to  root  out  those 
who  arc  obviously  unworthy  and 
incapable  of  representing  our 
American  military  the  way  it 
should  be. 

Although  most  attention  has 
been  aimed  toward  how  men  in  the 
military  mistreat  the  women  in  the 
schools,  it  has  also  been  document- 
ed that  mistreatment  is  not  aimed 
exclusively  at  women. 

For  instance,  recently  aired 
excerpts  of  videotapes  showing  sev- 
eral disturbing  ba2ing  incidents 
going  on  in  the  military  have  been 
released  The  tapes  show  marines 
who  earned  their  jump  wings  by 
stabbing  pins  into  their  fellow  col- 
leagues' chests.  Never  mind  the 
blood  and  cries  coming  from  those 
being  "pinned."  these  men  appeared 
to  be  numbed  to  the  cncs  of  those 
being  tortured  in  such  a  way. 

The  military  claims  to  instill 
responsibility  in  their  soldiers;  how- 
ever. Marine  generals  shunned  from 
any  responsibility  in  this  matter. 
They  even  had  the  audacity  to  act 
surprised  when  informed  of  the  pin- 
ning ceremony. 

Thus,  with  these  documented 
acts  of  brutality  a  serious  look  into 
the  hardening  of  these  fuiure  sol- 
diers ought  to  be  examined. 

Some  dismiss  these  horrific  acts 
as  necessary  to  train  men  for  war.  to 
make  them  "tough."  After  seeing 
how  men  in  the  military  treat  other 
men  it  really  is  no  wonder  that  they 
harass  women  the  way  they  have 
been  accused  of.  is  it? 

Do  we  want  these  men  to  grow 
into  gendemen  who  can  separate 
wartime  from  peacetime,  or  will  we 
excuse  their  barbarous  acts  as  sim- 
ply being  "fit  for  a  soldier"?

facility  has  on  staff  or  the  number 
of  academic  programs  available, 
there  are  always  constant  cutbacks. 
While  this  may  be  a  national  issue, 
it  continues  to  affect  us  locally. 

Throughout  the  past  few  years, 
East  Allen  County  Schools  (EACS) 
have  gone  through  numerous 
changes  in  order  to  decrease  their 
budget  problems  First,  there  was 
the  issue  of  consolidating  the 
schools  in  order  to  possibly  close 
one  school  and  to  become  more 
racially  balanced.  Now.  however, 
the  administration  plans  to  get  rid 
of  a  number  of  teachers  and  even 


more  schools  While  the  adminis- 
tration may  feel  that  these  changes 
may  have  the  least  effect  on  the 
education  of  students,  I 
feel  differently. 

Currently,  the  main  issues  con- 
cern the  possible  closing  of  New 
Haven  Elementary  and  eliminating 
13. 5  teaching  positions  for  art. 
music  and  PE  at  the  elementary 
school  levels. 

Growing  up  in  New  Haven.  I 
attended  EACS  for  13  years.  Other 
than  the  regular  adolescent  prob- 
lems, they  were  good  schools  to 
attend.  Teachers  seemed  experi- 
enced and  dedicated  to  their  fields. 
Plus,  the  organizations  and  activi- 
ties available  helped  lo  point  me  in 
the  nght  direction  for  future  plans 

As  a  child,  I  was  taught  to 
appreciate  things,  rather  than  just 
the  basics  of  life  In  faci.  if  it  were 
noi  for  my  drama  and  music  teach- 
ers in  grade  school,  I  may  never 
have  learned  10  be  creative  with  my 
writing.  They  seemed  10  offer  me 


personal  attemion  and  gave  me  the 
will  10  progress  my  talents. 

Many  elementary  school  teach- 
ers act  as  mentors;  they  introduce 
new  ideas  that  may  have  once  been 
unheard  Whether  these  teachers 
stimulate  the  interest  of  the  next 
Claude  MoneL  Amadeus  Mozart  or 
Michael  Jordan,  their  efforts  are 
remembered  for  a  lifetime.

As  he  and  his  teammates 
stretched  out  and  jogged  laps  before 
Saturday  night's  contest  with  con- 
ference rival  and  14th-ranked  Ohio 
Stale,  most  of  the  team  seemed 
loose,  trying  nol  to  wear  themselves 
out  menially  before  the  match  had 
begun.  Many  of  them  were  joking 
around  carelessly  or  jogging  their 
laps  backwards,  but  all  were  fully 
aware  of  the  task  which  was  nearly 
at  hand,  even  if  they  decided  not  to 
focus  on  it. 

Just  by  looking  at  his  eyes,  it 
was  obvious  Hector  Soto,  a  6-fooi- 
6-inch  freshman  outside  hitter,  was 
thinking  only  about  the  Buckeyes 
While  others  routinely  jogged  and 
stretched,  he  was  nearly  sprinting 
around  the  court  before  the  match 
and  looked  as  if  he  could  have  been 
in  a  yoga-like- trance  during  the 
stretches.  He  knew  what  be  bad  to 
do  and  what  it  would  take  to  get  it 
done. 

His  teammates  have  dubbed  him 
"Sky,"  based  on  his  51 -inch  vertical 
jump,  but  there  is  much  more  to 
Soto  than  bis  leaping  ability. 

He  started  playing  serious  vol- 
leyball during  his  junior  year  in  high 
school  in  Arroyo.  Puerto  Rico,  and  a 
short  two  years  later  he  became  the 
most  sought-after  recruit  inside  or 
outside  of  the  United  States. 

"1  didn'  t  start  out  as  a  very  good 
player,"  Solo  said.  "I've  worked 
really  hard  and  have  accomplished 
so  many  things  in  volleyball." 

For  instance,  at  age  17,  Solo 
was  the  second  youngest  person  to 
have  played  on  the  Puerto  Rican 
National  Team  in  its  hislory.  Last 
season  in  Puerto  Rico,  he  broke  all 
team  offensive  records.  He  won  a 
gold  medal  on  their  Jr.  National 
Team  He  has  already  qualified  for 
this  summer's  World 
Championships,  and  won  4ih  place 
in  the  event  last  year. 

It  doesn't  take  a  genius  to  figure 
out  why  Soto  was  recruited  by  near- 
ly every  major  volleyball  program 
in  ihe  country,  bui  it  might  lake  one 
to  figure  out  why  he  came  to  IPFW.

he  came  lo  northeastern  Indiana  to 
play  for  the  'Dons  because  of  ihe 
challenges  that  it  would  entail. 

"The  schools  in  California  are 
always  winning  championships," 
said  Soto.  "I'd  like  to  be  a  pan  of 
hislory  and  change  some  of  that,  so 
I  decided  dial  IPFW  would  be  a 
good  place  The  program  and  its 
tradition  is  really  why  I  came  here  " 

Along  with  his  outstanding 
skills,  Soto  has  brought  with  him  a 
few  intangibles 

"I  think  that  his  experience  at 
such  a  young  age  and  having  played 
in  some  big  maiches  for  his  country 
is  immeasurable  for  this  team."  said 
Amie  Ball,  head  coach.  "The  other 
thing  [hat  he  brings  to  us  is  an 
opportunity  lo  have  someone  who  is 
truly  a  terminator.  Someone  who 
has  ihe  physical  ability  to  jusl  go  up 
and  over  people." 

Though  he's  played  in  only  si* 
matches  as  a  collegian,  his  ability 
alone  justifies  him  stepping  up  and 
taking  on  a  role  as  a  learn  leader.

"He's  very  competitive,"  Ball 
said.  "He's  more  competitive  than 
you  would  first  realize  from  just 
talking  lo  him  or  watching  him 
warm  up.  bui  if  you  watch  him  play 
the  game,  when  bad  things  happen, 
whether  he  was  involved  or  not,  he 
gels  very  intense,  He  really  enjoys 
playing  the  game.  He  just  absolutely 
loves  volleyball." 

"He  was  certainly  bom  with  a 
natural  jumping  ability."  said  Ball 
"He  does  work  hard,  but  he  siill 
doesn't  work  hard  enough  —  yet.

IP  Raycing  is  building  a  solar 
powered  car  which  will  be  entered 
into  the  Sunraycc.  a  race  that  is  held 
every  lWD  years.  The  race  starts  in 
Indianapolis  and  ends  approximate- 
ly 1,200  miles  later  The  destination 
is  near  Denver.  Colo.  Included  in  the 
70  teams  that  signed  up  for  the  ten 
day  race  are  groups  from  Yale. 
George  Washington  University  and 
MIT  (Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology). 

"It  is  a  high  level  race  and  com- 
petition is  fierce,"  said  Lengacher 

Location,  course  taken  and  geo- 
graphic elevations  are  important  in 
the  race.  There  can  be  no  mountain 
ranges;  only  flat  soil. 

"If  someone  was  to  run  out  of 
juice  on  a  hill,  that  would  noi  be 
good,"  said  Ixngacher. 

Participants  are  students  from 
every  faction  IP  Raycing  is  current- 
ly working  on  trying  to  unify  all 
engineering  students  and  designated 
student  organisations. 


Funding  for  this  event  is  possi- 
ble through  the  United  States 
Department  of  Energy.  General 
Molors  and  Electronic  Data 
Systems. 

"Sponsors  like  to  see  a  lot  of 
effort  and  people  working  together 
to  move  an  event  along,"  said 
Lenagacher.  "The  club  is  new  and 
ai  the  very  beginning  of  the  design 
process,  so  join  now."
